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United fan: 
13 men now 
face charges

THIRTEEN men are due to face 
charges in connection with the 
incident which left Cambridge 
United fan Simon Dobbin with 
life-changing injuries. 

Mr Dobbin, 44, was part of a 
small group of Cambridge United 
supporters attacked in East Street, 
Southend, at around 7.15pm on 
Saturday, March 21, last year after 
watching the U’s play a friendly 
with Southend, ending 0-0. 

The father of three, from 
Mildenhall, was left with serious 
injuries following the assault, in¬ 
cluding brain damage, broken 
ribs and a broken nose. 

He spent almost a year in hos¬ 
pital in both Southend and Ad- 
denbrooke’s before being moved 
to a neurological unit in Norwich. 

He was able to return home in 


March - almost a year to the day 
since the incident - but still re¬ 
quires round-the-clock care. 

Essex police have been in con¬ 
sultation with the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service and 13 men have 
now been summonsed to appear 
in court. Twelve of them face 
charges of affray. 

They will all be appearing at 
Southend Magistrates’ Court on 
September 2. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mar¬ 
tin Pasmore, of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, said: 
“Thirteen people now face charges 
but we are continuing our inquir¬ 
ies and ask anyone who believes 
they have information relating to 
the incident to contact us as soon 
as possible.”

Lewis Courtnell, 33, a fence installer, 
of Southend; Jamie Chambers, 22, un¬ 
employed, of Southend; Thomas Ran¬ 
dall, 21, a consumer credit employee, 
of Southend; Michael Shawyer, 30, a til¬ 
er, of Leigh-on-Sea; Matthew Petchey, 
24, a labourer, of Rochford; Alexander 
Woods, 24, ofWestcliff; Philip McGill, 
31, an electrician, of Westcliff; Greg 
Allen, 28, a painter, of Westcliff; Rhys 
Pullen, 20, a telecommunications en¬ 
gineer, of Wickford; James Woods, 24, 
a chef, ofWestcliff; Scott Nicholls, 40, a 
constmction worker, ofLangdon Hills. 
Ryan Carter, 20, unemployed, of 
Southend has already been charged 
with affray after answering bail on Fri¬ 
day, July 22.

Man jailed for 
breaching ban 


A MAN has been jailed for 
“fragrantly” breaching a re¬ 
straining order banning him 
from seeing his ex-wife, leav¬ 
ing her “fearing what he may 
do next”. 

Wayne O’Reilly was 
banned from contacting 
his former wife after he was 
convicted of battery offences 
against her. 

Despite the restraining or¬ 
der, he sent her emails trying 
to organise a meeting with 
his children and, on May 24, 
turned up unannounced at 
her workplace, forcing her 
to hide and pretend she was 
not there.

last Wednesday. He had 
previously pleaded guilty 
to breaching his restrain¬ 
ing order. He was given a 
13-month prison sentence. 

Mr Recorder Collery said 
O’Reilly’s response to his re¬ 
straining order was “frankly 
appalling”. 

Prosecuting, James Earle 
told the court: “The defend¬ 
ant turned up unannounced 
at her workplace. She had to 
ask for help from one of her 
colleagues and they ushered 
her out of view.” 

In a statement to the court, 
O’Reilly’s ex-wife said: “I am 


constantly looking over my 
shoulder all the time. I am 
scared of him. I am wor¬ 
ried about what he might do 
next.” 

In mitigation, Gemma 
Stokes said O’Reilly’s life had 
“spiralled out of control”. He 
was only able to see his chil¬ 
dren for about 15 minutes 
and had only been allowed to 
deliver Christmas presents. 
“At that point, he essentially 
spiralled out of control and 
his life has changed dramati¬ 
cally,” she said. 

He had started to drink. He 
then lost his job because he 
couldn’t leave the house and 
was suffering from depres¬ 
sion. Drug use had also be¬ 
come an issue.

Bid to stop 

nuisance 

parking 

AN order for double yel¬ 
low lines is being sought 
for two roads in New¬ 
market after persistent 
complaints about motor¬ 
ists parking on the pave¬ 
ments. 

Newmarket Town 
Council is set to ap¬ 
ply for a traffic order for 
both Cricket Field Road 
and Park Lane after com¬ 
plaints from residents. 

In one email, which 
councillors referred to 
at a meeting of the town 
council on Monday even¬ 
ing, a resident of Cricket 
Field Road described not 
being able to get his van 
out of his driveway due to 
the mass of cars parked. 

He said: “This issue is 
coming to a head mainly 
because of the new devel¬ 
opments over the road, 
residential and leisure. 

“We’ve raised issues for 
all planning regarding 
parking as there is never 
enough parking allocated 
per apartment, which 
leads to cars parking op¬ 
posite 1 and 2 Cricket 
Field Road. 

“This situation is only 
likely to get worse as the 
last development is com¬ 
ing to a close ...” 

Cllr Andy Drummond 
said that he had attend¬ 
ed Newmarket Football 
Club, which is also on the 
road, and had seen the 
volume of traffic using 
it for himself, saying the 
situation must be “awful” 
for the residents. 

Cllrs said that traffic 
was similarly bad on Park 
Lane in the town. 

Cllr Chris Barker raised 
concerns that there 
would be little point in 
putting double yellow 
lines on the road because 
there was no one who 
could police them. 

However, Cllr Peter 
Hulbert believed hav¬ 
ing the lines there - and 
hopefully deterring some 
drivers - would be better 
than not having them at 
all. 

He said currently it 
would be very difficult 
for ambulances or fire 
engines to get down the 
roads. 

The town council will 
now apply to Suffolk 
County Council for the 
double yellow lines. 


Spurs manager hails injured 
fan Shaun ‘an inspiration’ 


A FOOTBALLER who lost both 
legs in an alleged hit-and-run 
incident, has been hailed as 
an “inspiration” by none other 
than the manager of Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur football club. 

Shaun Whiter, 27, and his 
friend, Joey Abbs, had stopped 
their vehicles to change a tyre 
on Dullingham Road, New¬ 
market, on July 1 when a grey 
Ford Focus allegedly crashed 
into them - and drove off. 

Shaun had to have both his 
legs amputated at the knee 
and Joey suffered injuries to 
his left leg. 

Shaun, who is still in hos¬ 
pital, was shocked last week 
to receive a letter from Spurs 
manager Mauricio Pochettino 
- of which Shaun is a fan. 

In the letter, Mr Pochettino 
praises Shaun, calling him 
“courageous” and an “inspira¬ 
tion to others”. 

He wrote: “Your determina¬ 
tion and strength is an inspi¬ 
ration to others and I would 
like to send you my very best 
wishes for your recuperation,

along with all the players and 
staff at Tottenham Hotspur. 

“I understand you have 
been incredibly courageous 
under the circumstances but I 
am certain that your positive 
attitude, together with the 
support of your fiancee, fam¬ 
ily and friends, will see you 
through this difficult time.” 

Mr Pochettino also wished 
him well with his wedding 
next July, where Shaun has al¬ 
ready expressed his determi¬ 
nation to walk down the aisle. 

Shaun said: “Massive thank 
you to the friends that organ¬ 
ised this for me, very much 
appreciated and a big shock 
to turn up in the post yester¬ 
day. And also a massive bit of 
respect for Mauricio Pochet¬ 
tino taking the time and mak¬ 
ing this letter a whole lot more 
personal to me and my story.

Parents hope for 
charity lifeline

USERS of a disability charity 
centre earmarked for closure 
have been given a lifeline to 
keep it open for another year. 

Leading Lives, based at 
Newmarket Community 
Hub on Vicarage Road, pro¬ 
vides social care support for 
people with learning diffi¬ 
culties, physical needs and 
autism. 

The charity announced 
plans to close the hub, asking 
families to travel to Milden- 
hall for their care, in March. 

Families now say they 
have been offered a lifeline 
as a consultation by Suffolk 
County Council has given 
them the option of keeping 
the hub until July, 2017. 

Val Muckley, who has a 
child attending the hub, 
went to a meeting of the 
town council on Monday. 

She said: “We are at con¬ 
sultation now. We have an 
option ... to stay as we are 
until June 2017 providing 
Leading Lives are willing to 
continue with the service.” 


One of four options from 
Suffolk County Council says 
they would reduce or with¬ 
draw funding to Leading 
Lives, but users’ personal 
assistants and the charity 
could work together. 

The consultation said: 
“This option would provide 
continuity for the customer, 
while enabling the hub to 
remain open until the end of 
the Leading Lives contract in 
July 2017.” 

The council could not 
guarantee Leading Lives 
would continue services in 
Newmarket even if the hub 
remained open, but the 
charity has said it has a con¬ 
tract to provide them until 
June next year. 

A spokesperson for Lead¬ 
ing Lives said: “As far as 
Leading Lives is concerned 
we have a contract to provide 
the Newmarket unit and oth¬ 
er services across Suffolk un¬ 
til June 2017. The potential 
closure of Newmarket hub 
has been postponed whilst 
Suffolk County Council un¬ 
dertakes consultation with 
key stakeholders.” 

Parents of hub users called 


on the council to help them 
form a plan for a hub after 
June 2017. 

Val added: “I would like the 
council to consider whether 
they can offer anything with 
regard to a building. 

“What we want to do is 
make a service in Newmar¬ 
ket attractive to another pro¬ 
vider which may or may not 
be Leading Lives.” 

She said that they wanted 
to create somewhere where 
charity users had an area, 
their carers had an area, 
and members of the public 
would also come in. 

“We do not want to be for¬ 
gotten,” Val said. “By next 
June we want to have some¬ 
thing we can say we can get 
this building here and this is 
what we can do with it.” 

Councillors asked them to 
put together a presentation 
so the council can consider it 
in their budget for 2017. 

The current consultation 
ends on September 9.

We have been providing 
vital support for our troops, veterans 
and their families for more than 130 
years. 

While attention is often focused 
on the problems faced by older, 
retired veterans, SSAFA published 
an extensive research report on July 
19 into the issues faced by younger, 
working age veterans. 

Our research identified a group 
of veterans aged between 16-64 
who are living in pretty desperate 


circumstances, often through no 
fault of their own. Although most 
transition well, these men and 
women are not fulfilling their 
potential in civilian life and their 
plight is too easily ignored. 

Something that comes across 
loud and clear from our report is 
that many of the veterans helped by 
SSAFA were, for a long time after 
leaving the armed forces, too proud 
to ask for help.

Cheveley 


CHEVELEY Parish Council met in the 
pavilion on the recreation ground on 
Tuesday, July 12. 

A very warm welcome was 
extended to Mrs Marilyn Strand who 
has recently been appointed as parish 
clerk. 

A new direct telephone line to her 
is in the process of being installed, 
details of which will be on the 
website www.cheveley.org as soon as 
it becomes available. 

In the meantime, she can be 
contacted via the normal email 
address, clerk@cheveley.org. 

Councillor Ian Jackson advised 
the council that he was awaiting 
quotations regarding health and 
safety inspections which the council 
agreed must be carried out before full 


use could be made of the pavilion. 

The annual inspection of play 
equipment in the recreation ground 
had highlighted some items which 
needed attention. 

At the cemetery there are around 
700 to 800 old bricks which were 
removed from the wall dividing the 
old and new grave areas. If these 
have not been sold by the end of 
September they will be removed at 
the autumn working party. Anyone 
interested in purchasing them should 
contact the clerk who can make 
arrangements for them to be viewed. 

There have been some complaints 
regarding footpaths which have 
become overgrown more than usual 
this year, possibly due to the recent 
wet weather, particularly the one 
from Broad Green to Brook Stud. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
had been contacted as it was their 


responsibility to cut this. 

However, they were unable to give 
a date for this to be done. They will 
be asked again and, depending on 
how soon it is likely to be cut, the 
parish council may arrange for the 
work to be undertaken. 

There will be further investigation 
into the possibility of laying planings 
at the entrance to the bridle path 
near the British Legion. 

An on-going problem with 
inefficient drainage meant several 
areas of Cheveley High Street and 
some other roads were unable to 
cope with the recent heavy rain. 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
inspected the drains. However, as 
these are still obviously blocked, they 
will be asked to do so again and to 
take necessary action. 

Recommendations arising from the 
community plan were circulated. It 


was agreed there will be liaison with 
other organisations before carrying 
out development of future facilities. 

A representative of Speedwatch 
will be attending the September 
meeting. It is hoped that this initiative 
will be taken up again particularly in 
areas of the North Ward, including 
Ashley Road and Duchess Drive 
where there are speeding problems. 

There will be an extra meeting 
of the parish council to be held on 
Tuesday, August 16, when planning 
applications and future projects with 
action plans will be discussed. 

It will be held in the Community 
Room of Cheveley School at 
7.30pm but check the website for 
confirmation of details. 

Members of the public will be very 
welcome to attend.

Woman jailed 
for stab attack 


AN ATTACKER has been 
handed a long jail sentence 
after she stabbed a woman 
in the back and then tried to 
persuade two teenage girls 
to help her hide the knife. 

Sarah Bowers, 29, stabbed 
a female guest in the back as 
she tried to flee after a fall¬ 
ing out on February 2. 

Bowers, of Market Street, 
Soham, was found guilty 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
last Thursday of wounding 
with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

The jury reached a unani¬ 
mous decision after deliber¬ 
ating for less than an hour. 

Bowers was handed a sev¬ 
en-year prison sentence and 
was also given a restraining 
order banning her from con¬ 
tacting her victim or either 
of the young witnesses. 

Claire Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “People were 
drinking, chatting and lis¬ 
tening to music. 

“For reasons that are un¬ 
clear, the mood quickly 
changed. The defendant

armed herself with a knife 
from the kitchen and ap¬ 
proached the victim. 

“Alerted to the immediate 
threat, she turned to see the 
defendant coming towards 
her with a knife. She tried 
to escape, but was stabbed 
once from behind.” 

Pc Jamie Brown was called 
to the scene at 4.54pm by 
the ambulance service. 

“I was called through into 
the living room,” he said. “I 
saw the victim. There were 
numerous blood spots and 
blood sprayed on the walls. 
The bathroom floor also had 
a lot of blood on it and there 
was blood smeared on the 
floor.” 

The court heard Bowers 
had stabbed her victim and 
then tried to give the knife to 
two teenage girls who were 
passing. 

Speaking in court, one 
of the girls, who cannot be 


identified for legal reasons, 
said: “She was panicking a 
lot and was shaking a lot as 
well.” 

The girl described seeing 
inside the flat. 

“I saw blood everywhere,” 
she said. “I saw someone 
lying there and there was 
blood everywhere. I freaked 
out completely.” 

The other girl said: “I 
heard Sarah Bowers saying 
‘can you hide this knife?’. 
I never saw the knife but I 
know she had it on her. She 
was saying out loud ‘I need 
something to put this knife 
in. I need a sock or some¬ 
thing’.” 

Giving evidence, Bowers 
said she had not stabbed 
anyone or tried to dispose 
of a knife. She said another 
person in the flat or an in¬ 
truder from outside must 
have caused the injury.

MONOPOLY came to life 
1 in Newmarket last week as

a tour of some of the town’s 
landmarks. 

The iconic figure’s visit coin¬ 
cided with the launch of a 
XV, bespoke Monopoly board 
I for Newmarket, celebrat- 

I ing 350 years of horserac- 

fk ing history. 

Mr Monopoly was spot¬ 
ted at the National Horse Rac¬ 
ing Museum on the High Street, 
roaming the town, and checking 
in and enjoying a carvery at the 
Heath Court Hotel. 

The oversized character got a 
sneak peek in the new National Her¬ 
itage Centre, a museum on the site 
of the former royal stables, for all 
things horseracing, set to open in 
the autumn. 

Palace House, once home to 
King Charles II, also features on 
the new board among all of New¬ 
market’s most recognisable loca- 
\ tions. 

Instead of landmarks like May- 
fair and Trafalgar Square, players 
will be landing on 22 of New¬ 
market’s training yards, some of 
which date back to the 1880s.

to John Gosden, and Bedford House Stables 
where Luca Cumani trains. 

The yards were picked based on the order 
of the 2015 Trainers Championship rank¬ 
ings, making Mayfair now Clarehaven and 
Park Lane now Somerville Lodge. 

Green houses and red hotels are a thing 
of the past on the new Monopoly board, in¬ 
stead being replaced by horses. 

To make your yard more valuable, fill it 
with horses. They can then be replaced with 
stallions. 

Railway squares are replaced by Palace 
House, Newmarket Racecourses, Tattersalls 
and Jockey Club Estates, while the utilities 
become Gibson Saddlers and the British 
Racing School. 

Players won’t pay income tax, but will in¬ 
stead be hit with Trainer’s Bills, a nod to pay¬ 
ments made by trainers for the Heath tax 
and equine vets fees. 

When you pass go, you won’t be collecting 
£200 - but instead 200 guineas, keeping in 
sync with Tattersalls sales held in the town. 

The first boards were up for grabs at the 
July Festival at the beginning of the month 
and are now available from palacehousenew- 
market.co.uk or at the National Horseracing 
Museum shop at Rowley Mile racecourse. 
Funds raised from the game will go to the 
National Heritage Centre for Horseracing 
and Sporting Art.

What to watch out for at your cinema 


THE BFG (PG) 

THE heroine is a precocious orphan 
called Sophie (Ruby Barnhill), who is 
snatched from her bed at the witching 
hour by a hooded 24-feet tall figure. 

The behemoth spirits the girl 
over verdant valleys and crashing 
seas to the rolling landscapes of 
Giant Country. “No such place!” 
Sophie defiantly informs her host, 
who introduces himself as the Big 
Friendly Giant (Mark Rylance). The 
BFG wouldn’t normally kidnap a 
chiddler, but he explains that he was 
fearful Sophie might cause a great 
rumpledumpus by yodelling the news 
that she had seen a giant. 

A tender and deeply touching 
friendship is forged between Sophie 
and her kind-hearted abductor, who 
exists on a diet of disgusterous 
snozzcumbers and is bullied by 


filthsome fellow giants including 
Fleshlumpeater (Jemaine Clement), 
Bloodbottler (Bill Hader), Maidmasher 
(Olafur Darri Olafsson) and 
Manhugger (Adam Godley). 

In order to rid Giant Country 
of these man-gobblers, Sophie 
hatches a hare-brained scheme to 
visit The Queen (Penelope Wilton) 
at Buckingham Palace. The BFG 
joins her on this madcap quest, and 
his presence smacks the gobs of 
the assembled staff including The 
Queen’s dutiful maid Mary (Rebecca 
Hall) and head butler Mr Tibbs (Rafe 
Spall). 

Directed with verve by Steven 
Spielberg, The BFG is a visually 
arresting ride that gently tugs 
heartstrings in between rollicking set

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris 
Pine) is considering relinquishing 
the bridge because “things have 
started to feel a little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret 
from the rest of the crew 
including human-Vulcan science 
officer Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura 
(Zoe Saldana), navigator Pavel 
Chekov (Anton Yelchin), chief 
engineer Montgomery Scott 
(Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu 
(JohnCho). 

During a visit to a Federation 
starbase under the control of 
Commodore Paris (Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a 
distress call to help recover her 
ship, which has crash-landed 
on a planet in a distant nebula. 

Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack 
from an otherworldly despot called 
Krall (Idris Elba) and his swarming 
drones. 

While the Enterprise crew 
forges an alliance with feisty alien 
warrior Jaylah (Sofia Boutella), Kirk 
holds firm to his moral compass, 
defiantly informing Krall that it’s 
“better to die saving lives than to 
live taking them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the 
curse of misfiring odd-numbered 
films in the series, but the flaws 
are obvious. Pine, Quinto and co 
are solid in roles that lack dramatic 
meat and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and 
a flimsy, contrived plot resolves 
potential conflict with minimum 
blood, sweat and tears. ★★★ 

GHOSTBUSTERS (12A) 

ERIN Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) 
hopes to secure tenure at 
Columbia University, but her 
academic future is thrown into 
disarray when childhood friend 
Abby Yates (Melissa McCarthy) 
peddles copies of their long 
forgotten 400-page tome, Ghosts 
From The Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. 

The two women are reunited 
in the lab where Erin conducts 
experiments with her madcap 
protegee, nuclear engineer Jillian 
Holtzmann (Kate McKinnon). A 
haunting at Aldridge Mansion 
gives the trio their first glimpse of 
the fight ahead, and soon after, 
ballsy subway worker Patty Tolan 
(Leslie Jones) joins the team, 
blessed with an encyclopaedic 
knowledge of Manhattan’s grim 
history. 


It transpires that a demented 
misfit called Rowan North (Neil 
Casey) is summoning ghosts to 
create a vortex between the living 
and the dead. Armed with proton 
backpacks, the gang gallantly 
races into the fray, risking ridicule 
from the media and Mayor 
Bradley (Andy Garcia). When 
disaster looms, Erin pleads with 
Bradley to evacuate the city. 

Ghostbusters affectionately 
harks back to the series’ 
glory days before the creative 
misstep of the 1989 sequel. 
McCarthy and Wiig rekindle 
their Bridemaids on-screen 
chemistry, with colourful turns 
from McKinnon and Jones, and 
merciless self-mockery from 
Hemsworth. ★★★ 

ICE AGE: COLLISION 
COURSE (U) 

THE film opens with Scrat 
inadvertently propelling a giant 
space rock towards the third rock 
from the sun. Back on terra firma, 
Manny the woolly mammoth (Ray 
Romano) has forgotten about his 
wedding anniversary and pretends 
fireworks in the sky - actually 
meteorite chunks entering the 
atmosphere - are a surprise for his 
wife Ellie (Queen Latifah). 

Wonderment turns to terror 
as molten missiles careen into 
the earth. “Manny’s love is killing 
us!” screams one of the critters 
as everyone gallop into caves, 


cowering together for shelter. 

Once the deluge subsides, 
Manny and his pals Diego the 
sabre-toothed tiger (Denis 
Leary) and Sid the sloth (John 
Leguizamo) emerge to survey the 
devastation. 

One-eyed daredevil weasel 
Buck (Simon Pegg) discovers 
ancient runes that confirm a 
giant meteorite is heading for the 
planet. The animals, including 
Diego’s tigress sweetheart Shira

Grippy new Mazda3 


P OTENTIAL buyers tempted by 
the sporty trappings of the new 
Mazda3 Sport Black special edition 
will need to get their skates on. 

Just 800 examples of this new 
flagship model are being made 
available to UK customers - and 
they've been on sale since April. 

As the name suggests, it is 
distinguished from the rest of the range 
by a muscular body kit which consists 
of a shiny black front splitter with 
matching side skirts and rear bumper as 
well as black-capped wing mirrors and 
a black roof spoiler at the rear. 

Eye-catching 18-inch dark gunmetal 
alloy wheels complete the look, with 
a choice of either Soul Red Metallic or 
the Snowflake White Pearlescent paint 
jobs to offset all the dark trim. 

All this comes on top of a low slung 
stance, sharp lines and twin tailpipes 
and results in a youthful looking car 
that's sure to pique the interest of 
passing boy racers when it's parked on 
the drive. 

Those expecting the dynamic design 
to be reflected in the Sport Black's 
performance, however, will be a little 
frustrated. 

The Mazda3 range has been crying 
out for a hot hatch version since the 
155mph MPS disappeared with the 
model's last update in 2013 - but the 
Sport Black is not it. 

This motor is more lukewarm than 
fiery - because the only powertrain 
available with this special edition is 


the trusted 120ps Skyactiv-G 2.0-litre 
petrol that's used across the range - 
you don't even get the extra oomph of 
the 165ps version you can choose in 
standard Sport Nav trim. 

And while a 0-62mph sprint time 
of 8.9 seconds and a top speed of 
121 mph is by no means sluggish - it 
doesn't set the pulse racing either 
and is also bettered by the impressive 
2.2-litre diesel option available in other 
grades. 

However, with official average fuel 
consumption of 55mpg and carbon 
emissions of 119g/km, it is more 
economical than the more powerful 
etrol and cheaper to buy than the oil 
urner in comparable spec. 

And while you may not be bothering 
the Focus ST, Golf GTi and Leon Cupra 
brigade in the drag racing stakes, the 
Sport Black actually still turns out to be 
an entertaining and enjoyable car to 
drive. 

The engine really gets into its stride 
as the revs build and is capable of 
sharp injections of pace if you're happy 
to work the compact and snappy six- 
speed manual gearbox and, typically of 
Mazda, handling is agile and responsive 
thanks to a well-balanced chassis. 

Grip is solid and assured at all times 
and there's little discernible body lean 
in the corners, while the suspension 
still proves supple enough to iron out 
all but the worst imperfections in the 
road surface and provide a comfortable 
ride.

Inside the cabin, the Sport Black

HUGO Palmer was left 
disappointed as Home Of The 
Brave and Gifted Master were both 
beaten by Dutch Connection in 
the feature race on day one of the 
Qatar Goodwood Festival. 

The Newmarket trainer took 
the decision to run both of his 
charges in the Qatar Lennox Stakes, 
although they could only manage 
second and third respectively. 

Instead, it was the Charles Hills- 
trained Dutch Connection, ridden 
by eye-catching New Zealand 
jockey James McDonald, which 
triumphed in the Group Two race 
by a length-and-three-quarters. 

"I'm frustrated and disappointed 
at the same time," said Palmer. 

"James Doyle said Home Of The 
Brave never settled and ran with 
the choke out all the way. 

"When you're training a horse 
to lead for three years, it's hard 
changing modus operandi. 

"He showed what a good horse 
he is and there's certainly a Group 
Two in him, and possibly a Group 
One if we go abroad. 

"Gifted Master gets a mile very 
well and I'm delighted they've both 
run well. 

"I'll never run them against each 
other again, unless they (owners) 
twist my arm to do so." 

Meanwhile, Charlie Appleby was 
satisfied with what he saw from 
Godolphin-owned Boynton in the 
Group Two Qatar Vintage Stakes 
after finishing second to Aidan 
O'Brien's War Decree. 

"He's crying out for a mile and 
those will be the options we start 
looking at now," said Appleby. 



Wilkinson walks 
into record books 


CALLUM Wilkinson clocked a time 
putting him second on the UK senior 
all-time list as he claimed gold in IAAF 
World Under-20 Championships. 

The Moulton athlete crossed the 
line ahead of his rivals in 40min 
41.62sec in the 10,000m race walk 
in Bydgoszcz, Poland. 

That was also 56 seconds quicker 
than the national junior mark, the 
fastest junior time of the year so far 
and means only Ian McCombie has 
completed the distance quicker for 
the country, in 40.6.65. 

And the medal secured by Wilkin¬ 
son was Great Britain’s first global

race walking title since 1964. 

“Every lap of the track made me 
more and more confident,” said 
Wilkinson. “I can’t believe I did it. 

“I knew I could, but I can’t believe 
it. I’m just in shock. 

“It’s everything I wanted this 
year. As I crossed the line it was a 
massive feeling of relief but also 
disbelief. 

“I can’t believe I am world cham¬ 
pion! I am sure I’ll get called that at 
home and won’t even realise it’s me! 

“I felt really comfortable going 


into the last 2k. I didn’t even look 
behind during the last 200m. 

“I knew before the race I could 
do it but you still have to go and 
deliver. 

“The pace was very slow and 
I hadn’t intended to lead from 
the front but I thought I have to 
increase this pace as it was so slow. 

“My season has gone well. I ran 
well in Rome so I was confident 
coming into the race and now hav¬ 
ing experienced that elation I hope 
I can go on to many more victories.” 

Wilkinson’s performance earned 
reaction from some of the leading 


figures in athletics, with IAAF presi¬ 
dent Seb Coe tweeting: “19yo Callum 
Wilkinson won Britain’s first global 
race walk title since 1964 in any age 
group @bydgoszcz2016.” 

It had already been a fine year for 
the 19-year-old, who set a national 
under-20 record of 19min 54.47sec in 
the 5km race at the British Athletics 
Championships, on the way to a silver 
medal. 

He was drafted into the Great 
Britain squad for the IAAF World 
Race Walking Team Championships 
in Rome in May, and ended up 
finishing fourth.

But, with both Halsey and 
Mountain unbeaten and three 
races remaining, it was Buxton 
that finished on a positive. 

Ryan Blacklock ended 
Mountain's maximum hopes 
and, while Bowtell claimed his 
third win, Blacklock and Jack 
Parkinson-Blackburn combined 
for a final race 5-1 that also ended 
Halsey's winning streak.
